SOFT COAL IN THE FURNACE. 


How It May Be Used As A Substitute 


For Anthracite. 


Soft coal' ignites very quickly, dies 


:lo\vn with equal facility, and needs 
constant watching and frequent re- 
plenishing to maintain even a ineas- 
.irably constant fire. In these respects 
it more resembles wood than anthra- 
cite, but it burns very nearly as well 
in an anthracite range as in one built 
tor a market where only soft coal is 
used as a domestic fuel. 
In an anthracite-heating furnace soft 


c-oal needs to be treated very differ- 
ently Irom anthracite, but the differ- 
ence eon&isLs in the management of 
i rafts and checks. In the feed door 
of every furnace there is a slide dam- 
ler to admit air over the fire. When 
anthracite is used this is opened on- 
y it it is desired to deaden the fire 
and lower the 
temperature 
of the 


liouse. With soft coal it must be left 
>pen all the- time-. The- great volume 
)f gases evolved liom it in the cooli- 
ng process, which is tbe first stage 
n its combustion, calls for more a>ir 
han can be had through the body of 
net, and unless this is supplied above 
ho fire- the greatest \alue of the fuel 
t, lost up the chimney in uneonsumed 
iases. Too much air for good com- 
mstiun can lie admitted over the fire. 
nit it is net likely to be the case it 
the slick1 damper in tbe feed door o.f a 
furnace biult for anthracite is 
left 


wide open all the time. Tho draff, op- 
ening in the ash-pit door, on tho other 
hand, needs to be less widely and can- 
ioiialy (ipen than for anthracite. With

"or const ant stoking. The householder 
nmst also remember that the check 
Iraft in tho smoke pipe, which with 
anthracite, is usually ke-pt open 
in 


moderate ^dither, cannot be opened 
much, if any, with soft coal, or the 
limise- will fill with smoke. The best 
v¥a.y is to leave it closed altogether. 
With the attention to these details, 
which reverse the customary practice 
with anthracite, a furnace may be ran 
:m bituminous coal so as to keep a 
louse- entirely comfortable. 


It will be found difficult, if not im- 


[lowslble, to keep either a range or fur- 
nace- fire over night with solt coal un- 
less one has a watchman on duty to 
look atfer it. As on offset 
to this, 


however, we have the ease with which 
a fresh fire of soft coal may be light- 
ed, and1 its almost instantaneous re- 
sponse in hcaWmparting efficiency. 
It kindles nearly as easily as shavings 
and the coke of the previous lire does 
not have to br> removed from the fire 
\~xti. All that is nocessary is to shake 
down the fine ash, and make the new 
fin- upon what remains. With a little 
judgment, one having a small supply 
of anthracite available mny run his 
furnace thn>n;.'h the day and evening 
with soft coal, and by adding anthra- 
cite at night have a fire in the morn- 
ing. 
Hut w i t h m> anthracite at all, ho 


can. with a little- more trouble than 
be is accustomed to. keep his house 
comfortable with soft coal.

Ed Terry of tlie Seventli infantry, who 
Is now In New Orleans on leave. Lieu- 
tenant Terry went through the Snuiar 
campaign from beginning to end and 
traveled, all over the island. For a 
tiine be was a civil officer after the na- 
tives were subdued. Ho is thus well 
informed concerning the island which 
Spjiiii made three unsuccessful 
at- 


tempts to explore and subjugate, first 
•with 1.000. then with'2,000 and finally 
with 3..*i.QO men, well officered, armed 
and equipped. 
'The natives of Samar belong to the 
Visayon group and are more intelligent 
than any of the tribes except - the Ta- 
gals of Luzon. They are born musi- 
cians, as tills incident vrill show; 


For awhile- Lieutenant Terry was in 


charge of the civil affairs of Borougon. 
One day he asked the native presi- 
dente it there trwe any musicians

buildings of Independence square, and 
it is fitting that the American of today 
should ha\e opportunity to view the 
building as it looked in the days \\ hen 
his forrears wrouglit within its walls 
for the niaintenaiK-e of the national 
honor and the national prosperity. 


The work of restoration i.s proceed- 


ing apace under the supervision of the 
city officials and ad\it,ory committee 
of historians, antiquarians and archi- 
tects. At the present rate of progress 
it should not be long before the hall 
assumes the appearance it possessed 
at the beginning of the last century. 
The plan provides for the removal of 
the walls of the county offices, the res- 
toration of the spectators' gallery o^er 
the Chestnut street entrance to the 
house of representatives, the replace- 
ment of the railing that excluded vis- 
itors from the floor of the hou^e and 
the restoration of the old fashioned 
fireplaces, mantels, etc. The hall of the 
hout-e of representatives occupied the 
entire floor of the first story in the 
days wlien, Philadelphia was the seat 
of the fodoral government. The second 
floor was used by the senate, the vice 
president a,nd other federal officials. 
'These floors will rca&sumu their origi- 
nal aspect before the work is com- 
pleted. 


The history of old Congress hall is 


interesting to all American5!, it was 
originally designed for a coi.nty build- 
ing uiid1 w.is completed iu 1~&'J. That 
year the assembly of Pennsylvania of 
fert-d to congress the use of any or all 
the stale buildiugs iu Philadelphia, in- 
cluding the 
new 
county 
building, 


should it be decided to make Philadel- 
phia the national capital. The oltei 
was not1 accepted until 1790 owing to a 
strenuous contention in congress re 
garding the merits of several cities 
which put in claims for the honor of 
becoming the seat of government. 


Philadelphia was finally selected, and 


the third session of tlic First congress 
began in Congress! hall Dec. (J. 1TUO. 
Insignificant as the building is com- 
pared with the present colossal struc- 
ture in Washington, It was ample for 
the requirements of the time. Vice 
President John Adams in11793 referred 
to it as a "commodious" edifice, but it 
was §oon necessary to lengthen it lu 
order to jiccorniuodate the growing 
senate and liouse. The last session of 
congress in the old building began Dec. 
2, 1799, anil in July of the following 
year the fidernl government was re- 
moved to Washington, a single packet

Tho interior of Congress hall was 


now chnngcd to conform with its orig- 
inal purposes as a county building, and 
the county aud judicial business was 
then transacted there. At one time leg- 
islation \vaS proposed to remove the 
structure and sell the ground on which 
It stood, nnd an act tending this way 
was actually passed In 1870; but, for- 
tunately for the historical traditions 
connected with the spot, it was Inter 
repealed. 


It was In old Congress hall that 


George "Washington bnde farewell to 
public life on the Inauguration of John 
Adams as president, and the occasion 
was thc cause of a great demonstra- 
tion by the people of their love and re- 
spect for thc flrat president of tboir 
country. In Congress hall many other 
notable events were recorded while the 
national assembly held Its meetings 
thcro. Among these were: 


The admission into the Union of Ver- 


mont;, Kentucky and Tennessee, tho 
establishment of the United States 
mint, the construction of alx warships, 
which were the beginning of the fed- 
eral navy; tho permanent cstabllHh- 
ment of the postottice department, tbe 
suppression of the whisky Insurrection 
in western FcmiHylvnnln. tho treaty 
with Spnln opening the Mlnsl«slppl and
